W ar 
Veterans 
Act requires that a claim be filed 
within five y ears after the service 
connected 
disability 
cr 
death 
oc­ 
curs. 
The law perm its the director 
of the bureau to extend this five- 
y ear time limit to April 6, 1930, if 
good cause for delay in filing is 
show'n. 
If death or disability occurred be­ 
fore April 
6. 1925, the last date 
upon 
which 
such 
com pensation 
claims may be filed would be April 
6. 1930. 
If the disability or death 
occurred after April 6, 1925, a claim 
may be filed witliin five y ears of 
such cccurrence, but after April 
6, 
1930, the director could not grant 
an extension of time for filing the 
claim. 
In 
cases 
connected 
under 
the 
“presum ptive clause” of Section 200 
of the World W ar V eterans Act, the 
disability m ust have existed prior 
to Jan uary 1, 1925; 
therefore the 
five-y ear tim e limit for filing such 
a claim would have ended January 
1, 1930. 
In such cases the director 
cannot extend the tim e limit for 
the 
application 
bey ond 
April 
6, 
1930. 
Section 
209 
of 
the 
Act 
states 
the time of five y ears 
does 
not 
begin to run while the claim ant “is 
a 
m inor or is 
of unsound 
mind 
or 
phy sically 
unable 
to 
m ake 
a 
claim.” 
Therefore, 
such 
persons 
have five y ears from the date of 
recovery in which to file claim. 
It is possible tha t the law" may

THE GRAND JURY REPORT 


The grand jury which was at work off 
nnd on since last January, made its final 
report to the circuit court on W'^ednesday. 
In a general way it was not unlik e 
many other grand jury reports which 
have preceded it. 
It found the same old red light district 
at the same old address doing about lik e it 
always has done. 
They found plenty of 
punch boards, slot machines and other 
forms of gambling in full operation,’ and 
they expressed the belief taht the officers 
whose duty it is to suppress these vari­ 
ous gambling devices and k eep them sup­ 
pressed was not as aggressive as they 
should be. 
We remember that the writer was on 
a grand jury during the first term of 
Judge Shaiii as circuit judge. 
We found 
the same evidence of gambling and filed 
a similar complaint against the officers, 
so that it is not hard for us to believe 
lliat all the grand jury says about this 
feature of their report is not exaggerated. 
The jail: 
W^e believe that every grand 
jury for the last quarter of a century has 
tak en a shot at that old bastile, but it 
still stands, and will continue to stand as 
a monument to the indifference of our ci­ 
tizens until removed by an earthquak e 
or a bomb from a Chicago gangster. 
The jury found all of the officials doing 
llieir uhole duty and the various offices 
well k ept. 
But the report concerning the County 
Home and the treatment of those old, 
helpless and unfortunate people is dis­ 
graceful in the extreme, and came as a 
great shock to the community. Common 
“jail birds” should receive better treat­ 
ment than those old folk s seem to be re­ 
ceiving. 
W^e hope the grand jury’s sug­ 
gestions to the county court will be tak en 
seriously and that some immediate action 
may be had for the betterment of condi­ 
tions out there. 
The report was published in full in 
Thursday’s issue of the Democrat. 
It is 
veiy interesting and shows a lot of work 
and thought. 
If it ALL could be acted on as outlined 
by the “gentlemen of the jury” some won­ 
derful improvements would be had in this 
community. 
On behalf of our readers we thank the 
'« iry for its work .

BRITAIN AND SOUTH AMERICA 


Great B itain has not been pleased with 
the inroads of the United States in de­ 
veloping trade with South and Central 
American countries. 
The United States 
has gained greatly since the world war. 
Comparatively 
the 
British 
have been 
mark ing time. 
In the wak e of the war 
the British had problems to solve before 
they could reorganize to compete more 
vigorously in South America. 
The British 
are ready now to put forward a great 
effort lo regain commercial supremacy in 
South America. 
The British have begun in the Argen­ 
tine. 
Their campaign was opened in the 
fall when 
a special 
trade 
commission 
headed by Lord D’Abernon visited Argen­ 
tina. A British chamber of commerce was 
established. 
The principal business es­ 
tablishments in the Argentine were im­ 
pressed with the Bi'itish desire and pur­ 
pose of purchasing Argentine products 
and of persuading Argentina to purchase 
British manufactures. 
Carrying on its commercial propagan­ 
da, the Britisli chamber of commerce in 
the Argentine is arranging for a trade ex­ 
hibition in Buenos Aires a year hence. 
It is declared that the exhibition will be 
comparable to that held at Wimhleton. 
At this fair the displays will be limited 
to goods and wares of the British empire. 
Emphasis will be placed on British farm 
machinery. 
British automotive vehicles, 
and British factory machinery, British lo­ 
comotives 
and 
“carriages.” 
American 
manufacturers of machinery and of auto­ 
motive vehicles have 
been 
building a 
profitable trade at the expense of the 
British. 
The advantage in the South American 
countries is with the United States. 
If the 
advantage is to be held, American compe­ 
tition will have to be watchful of the 
British. 
Post-war conditions are of the 
past and the British are in earnest in 
going after trade in South America. The 
British will impress South Americans with 
their purpose of furnishing the sort of 
goods and wares the South Americans 
want, and of pack ing tliem as the South 
Americans want them to be pack eil. 
Not only do the British wish to reg^ain 
their commercial prestige in South Amer­ 
ica, but they are hopeful of acquiring con­ 
cessions for development of natural re­ 
sources. 
American activity in the petro­ 
leum fields and in mining enterprises 
have been bothering the British. 
The 
situation that is now shaping has been 
expected. 
It remains to be seen what 
American enterprise will do in holding 
the lead over the British. 
The average American does not under­ 
stand that before 
the 
world 
war the 
South Americans were in better contact 
with European countries than the United 
States, that 
wealthy 
South 
Americans 
traveled to London, Paris and Rome in 
much greater number than they traveled 
to New York . 
European steamship com­ 
panies operated express liners to South 
American ports. 
Europe seemed to be 
more inlere^sted than the United States in 
South Americans. 
The British intend to 
remind South Americans of the old condi­ 
tions.

PHILADELPHIA, 
Penn. —

least nine persons were killed and 
scores of others injured in a series 
of explosions Thursday at plant of 
the Pennsylvania Fireworks Display 
Company, Inc., at Devon, 16 miles 
west of Philadelphia. 
About 35 in­ 
jured persons were taken to the 
Bryn Mawrr hospital. 
A number of bodies w’^ere found 
in the debris of the wrecked plant 
and 
search 
was 
continued 
for 
others. 
Fire companies from many of the 
suburban towns rushed to the scene 
of the blast and gave first aid io in­ 
jured and used all sorts of vehicles 
to rush the injured to the hospital. 
The explosion w^as so terrific that 
it w'as felt and heard 
for many 
miles. 
Much damage was caused in 
the immediate vicinity by the blast. 
Automobiles 
that 
were 
passing 
the plant at the time were said to 
have been thrown from the road. 
The plant of Benjamin T. Dent- 
ner, 
a 
short 
distance 
from 
the 
scene of the explosion, w'here 200 
persons were employed, was partly 
wrecked as large pieces of flying 
debris rained down on the build­ 
ing. 
When the first firemen arrived 
continued explosions in the plant 
prevented them from going close to 
the place. 
Workmen in a switchtower of the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
at 
Devon, 
nearly 
a 
halt 
mile 
away 
were 
throwm to the floor by the blast. 
The town of Devon which is in 
the midst of the fashionable su­ 
burban area west of Philadelphia, 
was in an uproar as one explosion 
followed another, breaking window 
glass and causing other damage. 
An emergency call was sent to 
the Valley Forge Military Academy 
at Devon and Major Milton G. Bak­ 
er, head at the academy, led the 
school’s entire personnel of 250 ca­ 
dets to the scene. 
They formed a 
guard around the plant and assist­ 
ed in restoring order. 
One of the persons at the plant 
who came 
through 
the 
explosion 
uninjured is Miss Antoinette Evardo, 
20-year-old daughter of the owner of 
the plant. 
“I was sitting in the office,” said 
Miss Evardo, “when there was a 
terrible 
explosion. 
It seemed 
to 
lift me right off

screamed and started to nm when 
another explosion knocked me over. 
“It must have been in the build­ 
ing at the northwest corner, it was 
so close. 
I started to run again 
and could hear screams of terror 
and

I don’t know what 
happened or where I ran, I was so 
dazed. 
I can’t remember what hap­ 
pened.” 
“The whole town was shaken by 
the explosion,” said John K. Green, 
owner of the Devon auto repair

Fifty men interested in beef cat­ 
tle production attended a banquet 
served at 6:30 o’clock in the din­ 
ing room of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, 
South, 
Fifth 
street 
and 
Osage avenue, Thursday night. 
E. K. Brasfield, county agent, was 
in charge of the meeting and was 
toastmaster. 
The particular phase of beef pro­ 
duction under discussion was the 
Missouri COW' and calf herd plan 
of raising beef. 
The 
plan 
has 
three 
important 
points. 
The beef herd is maintained 
as cheai)Iy as possible. 
The calves 
are pushed along from the time 
they will eat corn until ready for 
market at about 10 months. 
A high 
class pure bred sire of a beef breed 
is used to insure calves that will 
take on a prime finish at the ear­ 
liest possible age. 
Mr. 
Brasfield 
first 
introduced 
John Sneed, breeder of pure bred 
cattle in Pettis county, who talked 
on “The Pure Bred Cow and Calf 
Herd.” 
Junior Ferguson, the oldest 4-H 
calf club member in tlie conntj' 
and the member that has fed the 
most calves, talked on “I'oiir Years’ 
Experience in 4-H Calf Clubs.” 
“The Value of Good Bulls,” was 
the subject of a talk by W. A 
Cochel, editor of the Weekly Kan­ 
sas Star and manager of the Sni- 
A-Bar experiment farms. 
He show'- 
ed figures to prove that calves sir­ 
ed by a grade bull and those sired 
by pure bred bulls, when from the 
same 
dams, 
show'ed 
an 
average 
difference of $11 in favor of the 
pure bred bull. 
Points on the handling and feed­ 
ing of cow^ and calf herds were 
given by T. A. Ewing, animal hus­ 
bandry specialist from the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri. 
E. A. Trowbridge, 
chairman of the animal husbandry 
department of the university, gave 
results of experiments at the Col­ 
lege of Agriculture in handling. 
He discussed the two methods of 
feeding, one of which is giving the 
animals corn 
fodder 
and 
rough 
feeds, the other, feeding heavy feed 
fiom start to finish. 
Each method has its advantages, 
and figures on gains and averages 
are available for those that are in­ 
terested in them. 
The meeting closed with the for­ 
mation and co-ordination of efforts 
in the county to keep some of the 
many good bulls raised in the coun­ 
ty at home. Pettis county raises 
many good cattle, but too frequent­ 
ly they are sold out of its boun­ 
daries. 
It is proposed to plan a pure bred

.Martin has been for the past 16 
years a Rotarian. past governor of 
the Seventh District and at one

cating the crippled child. 
The stu­ 
dents are transported to and from 
school, they are given their noon­ 
day meal, their milk in the morn­ 
ing, and a special nurse to tend 
to the developing of deformed mu­ 
scles by civic organizations, as the 
Red Cross, Rotary, city bus 
line, 
and the hospital. 
A special teacher with good “un­ 
common sense,” as Miss Chase ex­ 
pressed 
it, 
should

to 
teach and handle the unfortunate 
child^rtn attending the school. 
A short talk was made by J. T. 
Montgomery who told of how much 
he was for the cause of educating 
the

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NEW CODE FOR “ SOUND” 


The cinema industry has found it nec­ 
essary to adopt a new code because of 
“sound.” 
It is, says a spok esman for the 
industry, “significant for many reasons. 
It enunciates a further great step in that 
industrial self government and responsi­ 
bility which is the very essence of Ameri­ 
can progress. 
It is a crystalization of 
definite standards, giving at the same 
time the necessary scope to the creative 
artist, the proper latitude to the literary, 
dramatic and musical arts, and, finally, 
opportunity for the creation of that k ind 
of screen entertainment which the public 
demands and which violates no canon of 
good taste or public morals.” 
Provisions of this code include: 
“That every effort be made to reflect 
in drama and entertainment the better 
standards of life; that law, natural or 
human, shall not be ridiculed; that sym­ 
pathy shall not be created for the viola­ 
tion of the la w . . . That crimes against law 
shall never be presented in such a way as 
to throw sympathy with the crime as 
against law and justice; that acts of mur­ 
der or brutality shall be presented only 
in such a way as will not inspire imita­ 
tion; that the use of liquor in American 
life shall be restricted to the actual re­ 
quirements of characterization or plot: 
“No film or episode may throw ridicule 
on any religious faith. 
Ministers of re­ 
ligion in their character of ministers of 
religion should not be used as comic char­ 
acters or as villains. 
The use of the flag 
shall be consistently respectful. 
The his­ 
tory, institutions, prominent people and 
citizenry of other nations shall be repre­ 
sented fairly. 
Pointed profanity is forbid­ 
den. 
Obscenity in word, gesture, refer­ 
ence, song, jok e, or by suggestion, is for­ 
bidden. 
Dances 
which 
emphasize 
in­ 
decent movements are to be regarded as 
obscene. 
Indecent or undue exposure is 
forbidden.“ 
With these regulations before him, the 
cinema patron will have an opportunity 
of k nowing how well the producers are 
obeying their code. 
The question 
of 
‘ yardstick s” enters. 
Just when is the 
border line to “indecent or undue ex­ 
posure” 
crossed? 
When 
is 
profanity 
“pointed?” 
W hat is considered salacious 
by other standards. 
A fairly strict en­ 
forcement of this “sound” code will ham- 
]>er the “personal liberty” of some direc­ 
tors and 
some 
stars. 
Nonetheless, 
the 
code should assure against repetition of 
scenes and sayings that have offended the 
accepted moral rules. 
It should mak e for 
better manners on the screen. 
The leaders in the cinema industry do 
well to set up standards. 
They give agi­ 
tators less opportunity for shouting that 
official censorship is the solution to the 
problem of unclean entertainment. They 
show by word that they wish to mak e 
their industry wholesome; it remains for 
them to show by their work s that 
sincere.

Pennsylvania state college 
926 pullets were raised to maturity 
at a cost of $1.26 per bird after de­ 
ducting the returns from 924 cock­ 
erels. 
Most of the chicks w'ere leg­ 
horns valued at 20 cents each. The 
cost of production included f^ed and 
coal, labor at 35 cents per hour, and 
interest at 6 per cent on the in­ 
vestment in equipment, feed ami 
chicks. 
The pullets were also charged 
with depreciation on the houses at 
five per cent and the depreciation 
on the equipment at 10 per cent. 
Undoubtedly the results in brooding 
and the mortality rate were very 
satisfactory to produce good pul­ 
lets at the laying age at a cost of 
$1.26 per bird. 
Many poultrymen sell 
leghorn 
pullets at eight weeks of age at 
about $1 each. 
At three months of 
age they are worth about $1.25 each. 
Pullets that are ready to lay are 
seldom sold by poultrymen for less 
than $2 to $2.50 each unless they 
have a surplus.
